“RULED BY A MADMAN. 


A LUNATIC’S RIDE FROM KANSAS 
CITY TO CHICAGO, 


Aw Eastern Bound Passenger, with Revolver in 
Land, Takes Possession of the Train and Or- 
ders it to Move Out—Met in Ohicago—A 
Policeman Killed,Others Injured. 


Curcaco, May 31.—DPassenger train No. 6, on 
the Wabash, 8t. Louis and Pacific railroad, 
errived here to-day an hour and a hilf late in 
charge ofa madman. ‘ut of twelve or fifteen 
men, officers and citizen, who finally secured 
him, one officer is dea, shot through the 
body; another probably faially injured, sev- 
erak citizens badly hurt, and the lunatic him- 
eclf lies in the county hospital mortally 
wounded with three bullets in his body. 
Shortiy before noon to-day the station polica- 
man at the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
depot on Polk street received the following 
despatch: 

CHENOA, Il., May 31.—I haye an insane man on 
my train. avbo hes possession of one car. The 
police at Kansas City, Jacksonville and Peoria are 
all airaid to take him. Please put ten or twelve 
policemen out on No. i to take him when we 
arrive iu Chicago. They had better come in citt- 
zens’ Clothes. They will have to look sharp or 
some oue wil get hurt,

THE FIGHT WITH THE LUNATIC. 

No. 6, which left Kansas City last night, 
was due at 2:50 ppm. There was difficulty in 
starting out No. 1, as directed in the dispatch, 
and it was: decided to meet the train at the 
depot.

was dead. One look at the maniac was 
enough to satisfy any one that while his am- 
munition lasted he would not be taken alive. 
Seeing this, the officers after removing their 
wounded comrade, began a fusilade tarough 
windows of the smoking car, where the 
men hed taken refuge. Aftera minute 
or two he plunged out on the platform, fired a 
couple of shots into the crowd, escaped 
t40in ist train and dashed down Fourth 
fvenut. Officer Laughlin started in hot 
purevit. Athim the lunatic fired the last 
ghot in his weapon, but without effect. The 
Maniac § topped there and awaited Laaghlin’s 
with gleaming eyes and frothing 
They clinched, the officer tripped 
his priscner, and they both fell, the madman 
in the meanwhile beating Laughlin uamerci- 
jully onthe head with his revolver. The 
cfiicen was in citizens’ clothes 
nd wes set upon and terribly pounded by an 
xcited colored man, who mistook the officer 
rthe prisoner. The rest of the squad ar- 
ived shortly after. The maniac was eecured, 
akeu first to acelland then to the hospital 
o have his wounds dressed. When he realiz- 
dthat further resistance was useless, the 
isoner grew calm and said, quite rationally, 
bat his name was Louis Reaume, that he was 
~3 years old and enroute to his home in Detroit 
Denver. 

THE RIDE FROM KANSAS CITY. 

‘ihe train men of No. 6 teil a thrilling story 
ofibe trip from Kansascity. When the man 
bosrded the train at that place, he remarked 
that the people were after him to lynch him, 
end if left alone he would molest noone. At 
E] Paso, Ill., he became violent, and revolver 
in hand, ordered the tra.a men to cease mak- 
ing some changes in the make up of the train. 
The passengers allleft the chair car, which 
the madman made his headquarters, and were 
locked into the others. Noone dared to 
proach the lunatic, and after he had exchanged 
feveral shots with the city marshal, he or- 
cdcred the train to proceed, and from there to 
Chicago his will was the only law obeyed.

mayy from the Pacific coast region, made by 
the associated press. It is believed this makes 
one of the most complete reports ever pre- 
pared, The review has been carefuily made, 
and the information is believed to be the most 
exhaustive and latest that bas yet been ob- 
tained, and foreshadows the state and govern- 
ment reports.

[Troma 
close compilation, and taking the most cheer- 
ful view of the situation, the winter wheat 
yield for the present year will not exceed two 
buncéred million bushels,and the absolute 
per-centages from the most trustworthy 
sources indicate that the yieid will fail some- 
what short under than over the figures given.

Turning tothe spring wheat belt, the out- 
look is altogether more promising, and the

“SAM JONES TALKS, 


AND TELLS THE STORY OF HIS 
LIFE AND MISSION, 


The Reason why He Speaks in the Vernacular of the 
People—Brrors About His Life Correcte@—The 
Effect of His Missionary Labors—The 
Facilities for Gospel Work. 


From the Nashville, Tenn., American. 

After the evangelist’s remarkable talk to 
the negroes had closed yesterday morning, a 
representative of the American accompaniéd 
the modern Savanarolo to his comfortable 
rooms at a residence on Spruce street and 
while a lemonade was reviving the jaded 
forces of the revivalist, the conversation below 
ensued. As you sit in this kind of close com- 
munion with the man a refinement is ob- 
served in his featw'es and general bearing that 
do notappear in the pulpit. He is alittle 
distant at times, seeming to think and speak 


from an inner impulse rather than from the 
sictates of sifted reason. His reliance is man- 
ifesily at all moments and under all conditions 
in this hidden torce and its friendly and re- 
liable guidance. He isa man who evidently 
observes, thinks and talks in the concrete. 
Details are-nothing with higt)but as steps to 
the object sought for. Once fren a telephone 
call was being answered in dn/adjoining room 
fromwhich the words of the speaker could be 
heard distinctly, he was for the moment all 
absorbed in the telephone and asked to have 
A question repeated, which was being put at 
the moment. The sadpess of countenance no- 
ticeable at all times is intensified on a nearer 
view, except when the features light up when 
the whole man suddenly becomes transformed 
from adreamy, fagged being to a bundle of 
activeness ecutely attentive. 

Mr. Jones readily responded to a suggestion 
that a few worde for the general public would 
be of interest, and replied courteously to the 
questions put to him. Said he: 

“] havegone through this in miniature be- 
fore, but the facilities here for revival work 
excel those of any place I have ever preached

“How 80?” 

.“‘Well, as to room and the centralizing of 
the forces. I have also had thousands o1 
friends in other places who haWe toecalized 
their mfluence on my effort here by prayer.

The announcement from St. Paul of the, 
capture, in Montana, of Dumont, Riel’s lieu- 
tenant, led to inquiries being made here as to 
who Dumont is. He was born within three 
miles of here, and is nearly fifty years of age. 

He belongs to a well-known halt-breed fami- 
ly. He received some education and was al- 
ways fi devout Catholic, but 
‘being of a stern and romantic nature 

he early adopted a nomadic mode 

of life. When but a child he was always 
found with a gun on his shoulder following 
the game, then plentiful in the country. As 

he advanced in years he took to trapping and 
turned his skill to good eccount, as the large 
demesnd for furs by the Hudson Bay company 
efforded him a ready sale for the pyoduct of 
his hunting, He soon saved money and be- 
gan to be regarded among the Metis as a man 

of wealth. He settled near here twenty 
years ago and took in 
the Red river rebellion in 1869. He did 
not, however, figure prominently in this, as 
ective warfare was never resorted to. Dis- 
gusted with the a organization after 
the province was formed, and having a horror 

of paying taxes, he, in company with about 
one hundred others ot his race, moved north, 
finally eettling on the banks of the Saskatche- 
wan, near Batoche, the scene of the late con- 
flict. Although his tather and sons tilled the 
lend Gabriel devoted most of his time to the 
chaee, As game wes abundant in that district he 
would go off for five and six months at a time, 
and would return laden with the spoils of the 
prairie and forest. He was both respected and 
feared by all Indian tribes through whose 
country he ranged, being powerful, bold and 
fearless. Ue always deemed himselfa mateh 
for five redskins, andalarger number than 4 
that have been known torun from him after 7 
incurring his displeasure.

He makes all his feed at home, The 
dairy barn is nearly identical in all essential par- 
ticulars, especially for this latitude, with one re- 
cently illustrated in the American Agriculturalist, 
belonging to a wealthy New Yorker, and pro- 
nounced to be the most perfect in the United 
States. It is detailed eonvenience. Thereis a 
place for everything, a clear way to every part and 
to each division from the outside. There is no 
mud, filth or chance for it. While the barn is 
thorougbly warm in winter, its perfect ventilation 
leaves it coolinsummer. We give a diagram of 
the ground floorfrom memory. The divisions run 
east and west: 
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The feed bcxes of the milk cows areailon the 
fioor of the feed room, and are filled from that 
sideasthe appetite of the cow warrants, Al!

On one side is 
astone trough through which flows an immense 
volume of pure water, from a large spring just ont- 
side, the temperature never varying below 5: or 
overt3 in winter or summer. This covers the 
precise range of difference of the best authorities 
estothe proper temperature of cream to render 
its best results, Even the trickling waters flatter 
the msnagement of this great enterprisa, 

While the milking is the work of men, the mre 
ofitend the dairy is completely under woman’s 
management, aundso cleanly and tidy that one 
would not object to the defty fingering by which 
much ofthe home made butteris made, Butit 
isaninviolablerule here that only iasdles and 
paddles shall touch creamor butter. He insists 
upon-absolutely purity. The merit of the pro- 
cuct may be better understood by ‘its market test. 
It heads the list in Georgia. 

In a short time acream separator will be placed, 
when the cream will be taken directly from the 
wilk as it comes from the cows, which will add to 
the purity and sweetness of the butter, and possi- 
bly the city folks a rare treatin skim milk with- 
out their ability to detect the diiference, and ata 
very lew cost. 

Mr. W. now milks 20 cows aud sells 609 pounds 
oftutteramonth. Hehas a herd of 60 cattle, 
end someas finecalves ascanbe found in any 
herd. ‘‘Panzy Boy,’’ 8780, from Duke. H,1.J. H. 
B., who has four daughters in l4th class’ and 
Wiczii, 6222, gave six gsllons milk daily and17 
pouuds aud i ounce of butter ina week, may be 
kaidtostanud at the head of the herd, but the 
owner Claims younger bulls as.his equal. 

Mr. Woodward has proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt that blue grass is our best pasturage and 
only ofthe grass family that will kill broom sedge. 
It will flourish wherever the walnut will grow. 
He says that in taking some of his pastures with- 

out having been sowed, and with- 
out baving been plowed, and is smothering every- 
thing out of its way. Ly thisand other observa 
tions he ajso holds that regular mowing, pasturing 
and sprouting will reyive the nutricious grasses in 
the old fields. Mr. Woodward holds that this is 
peculiarly a diary section, where nature crowds 
its advantages upon any well directed and intelli- 
genteiiort. Acomparison of his plantation now 
with its condition six years ago carries with it 
strong evidence of the truth of his idea.

FIFTY GALLONS OF HONEY FROM TWENTY HIVES, 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga., Dispatch. 

Mrs. A. A. Lowe extracted six hundred pounds 
of honey from twenty hives week before last. The 
bees went to work right away refilling their hives, 
and Mrs, Lowe began extracting again this week, 
expecting to get almost double that uantity from 
the secoud venga Mrs. Lowe’s bees are full 
blooded Italian. In 1883 she sold over $450 worth 
of queen bees, shipped mostly to Ohio and other 
western states. The present season she has siip- 
ped only a few queens, and those mostly to Flori- 
da and Arkansas. 

This season’s yield of honey will be placed on 
the market at 15 cents per pound by the retail, or 
2.50 per gajlon. A gallon of extracted honey 
weighs twelve pounds. After the honey is ex- 
tracted ihe comb is replacedin the hives, and 
thus the bees are sayeda vast amount of time re 
cuired to make newcomb. It is estimated that a 
colony of bees can make five pounds of honey in 
the same length of time it would require to make 
one pounad of comb. 

Mrs. Lowe has removed her apiary one mile 
from town, aud gives her bees her personal atten: 
tion. 

A young colony was p'aced in a ten-framed hive 
afew days ago, and filled it with heney in two 
days, baving made honey at the rate of twelve to 
fifteen pounds a day.

There is charity enoogh of an active sort 
in New York city to succor every poor 
creature that suffers there; but who is 
to give it motion?

A CELEBRATED CASE. 

The trial of Cluverius, the supposed mur- 
derer of Miss Madison, is drawing to a close. 
Of the guilt of the defendant there is little 
doubt in the minds of those who are familiar 
with the history of the case and the testimony. 

But the conviction of Cluverius is by no 
means a foregone conclusion. The evidence 
tending to connect him with the crime is 
circunistantial. The prosecution has brought 

ut a damaging array of facts against the 
prisoner. Itis plain that he took advantage 
of Mies Madison’s cousinly affection for him 
to seduce her; that matters were approaching 
a point where exposure and disgrare threat- 
ened him; that he induced the girl to come 
to Richmond, and that they met there, and 
were seen together shortly before the tragedy 
at the reservoir. It has been shown, too, 
that, at these meetings in Richmond, Cluve- 
rius shrank from observation and endeavored 
to maintain secrecy, and that the assumed 
name of Merton under which Miss Madison 
registered at the hotel was a false name used 
by the prisoner some months ago, The de- 
fense has esiablished no alibi; but the good 
cheracter of the . prisoner has besn 
testified to by a host of witnesses. 
it is in evidence that he never 
yworea mnustache, a fact tending to shake the 
testimony of those who witnessed. his meet- 
ings with Miss Madison, as all of those wit- 
nesses swore that he had a mustache, A 
watch key found at the reservoir was sup- 
posed to have been dropped by Cluverius in 
his strnggle with the girl, and this suspicion 


watch key attached to his chain when ar- 
rested. This, however, has been explained 
in a plausibie way. The prisoner’s aunt tes- 
tified that she gave him a watch key, and his 
brother produced it in court, stating that 
Cluyerius left it at home when arrested. 
This key in no way resembles the one found 
at the reservoir. The defense has shown 
that Miss Madison knew that her cousin was 
engaged to another woman; that she had 
a love correspondence with another man; 
that she was unhappy at home 
and frequently talked of suicide. These are 
some of the salient - features of the testi- 
mony. 

Under the circumstances the result is 
deubtfuly Public opinion is almost a unit 
agkinst Cluverius. But the prisoner has 
able and experienced criminal lawyers for 
bis counse!, and the beat side of his case will 
be very s'ropgly presented. If it can be 
made toappear that a spark of reasonable 
doubt existgasto his guilt the jurors will 
give him the benefit of thisdoubt. In most 
cases where the evidence is circumstantial 
coubts must in the nature of things exist. 
It is so in the Cluverius case, and a strong 
etiort will be made to make it appear that 
they are sufficiently reasonable to make 
twelve conscientious men acquit the prisoner 
rather than take the responsibility of his 
blood upon their heads. Unlesssome mishap 
occurs @ verdict will be reached in a few days.

The Astonishing ‘‘femperance” Views Aa- 
vanced by English Farmers. 
From the Boston Commercial Bulletin. 

In the county of Herts l stopped to talk witha 
farmer who was cutting down his tail, handsome 
pay rick and loadivyg tlfe bay for the London 
market. He was a lively, progressive sort of a 
wan, who had been an emigrant to Australia, and, 
alter a long residence there, had again returned to 
the home farm in England, and like many others 
who had lived years away from England, he had 
returned with many broad. ideas in his miud, 


Speaking with him of the bad beer drinking habits 
of the English laborers, he said the great trouble 
was they would not use the bee: in moderation, 
A moderate use of beer he thought might be bene- 
ficialtothem. I asked him to tell me what his 
idea of moderation in this regard was. He re: 
ied that in haying time, which in old as New 
Eneland isa period when the farm-hand is ex- 
ected to work unusually hard, a laboriug man 
ought to be able to get along ona galion of beer a 
day. Ifthemen would put up with about that 
quantity beer would not hurt them. 
“These very astonishing ‘temperance’ views I 
afterward heard advanced by other quite intelli- 
gent English farmers, In giving the statement of 
the vast uumber of arrests for drunkenness that 
sre annually made in England, an American 
ought to remember that laws are probably more 
strictly enforced in England than in any other 
country on the face of theearth. I found that 
weny English laborers seemed to live almost eu 
tirely on beer. A very little bread and a large 
amount of beer seemed to make up their daily sus- 
tenance. I remember seeing an English laborer, 
who had himself abandoned its use, holding up 
refore me a very small loaf of bread—a loaf about 
the size of a coffee cup—and exclaiming: ‘See 
this: cue of our hard workers will make aday’s 
od of this, if you. will give him beer enough to go 
with it.’ I used frequently to see these beer- 
drinkers sitting in the taprooms at ali timesof the 
day, but they were most in the habitof swarming 
into these places at night. Itisoften the custom 
for a little clique of British workmento sit down 
around the plain pine table in the beer-house and 
begin the evening by ordering a quart pewter pot 
of beer betweeu them. They pass this around 
fom mouth to mouth with a “drink, mate,”’ 
hatting the while. When the mug is exhausted 
it ie, ‘Here, missus. another pot of beer;’’ and so 
they keep it up until the evening is over. The 
cuantity of beer anu English workingman will get 
away withis certainly astonishing. A Bedford- 
shire man told me ofa neighbor of his who was 
what they there termed a ‘bread-and cheese 
earpenter,’’ or a “follow-the-field carpenter,” that 
is, a carpenter who has no regular job of his own, 
tut who did odd jobsat his trade out of doors; 
who made a regular practice of arinking ten 
enarts of beeraday. He would do this year in 
and year out and keep steadily at his work.

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THE REVISED OLD TESTAMENT, 


Kabbi Sonneschein, of St, Louis, Points Oat 
Numerous Mistranslations, 

But to tell the candid truth, writes the learnei 
Rabbi Senneschein, of St. Louis, in a critique of 
the revised version of the Old Testament, this 
magnificent and stupendous literary undertaking 
is in many instances still lagging far behind the 
terms on which sacred truth and scientific re 
search ought to agree. lt was to be a fair and'square 
critical modern rendition of the oldand verified 
Hebrew text, and behold we—the Hebrews— de 
tect at the first glance flaws and mistakes by the 


dozen. 

I shall here, for the benefit of the denomina- 
tionally unbiased and educationally interested 
reader, point to a few of these flagrant and noto- 
rious blunders. But it may be that there were too 
maby cooks for the broth. 

1, benesia 1., 2: “And the spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters.’’ Moved is utterly 
inadequate. pen! Hebrew scholar, be he Gentile 
or Jew, will admit that the original text, m’rache- 
feth has to be rendered into hovering. Compare 


Deut, xxxii., 11. 

2, Genesis i,, 26: ‘And God said: Let us make 
man inourimage.’’ That word ‘image’ is only 
a pale, weak image of the original Hebrew term 
Zelem. The Hebrew word stands ior ‘‘shadow in 
a substantial sense.” It means in this profoundly 
sacred connection: ‘The reflection of God’s being. 
The word “image” is altogether anti-Hebrew here. 

3. Isaiah yii., 14: “Behold a virgin.’’ The He- 
brew word Almah always signifies a female per- 
son who is anything buta virgin. Compara Prov- 
erbs Xxx., 19. 

4 Psalm Xii,, 6: 


“T will set him in safety at 
whom they mock.’’ The King James’s version 
rendering this text into ‘‘Puffeth at him" is ex- 
tremely correct and in full congruency with the 
original Hebrew Yaphiach. 

5. Psalm lxviii., 20: “Blessed be the Lord, who 
daily beareth our burdens,’ isa. false rendition. 
The King James's edition, saying, ‘‘Who daily 
loadeth us,” isthe only correct translation of the 
Hebrew Ya’amoth lonu.

A CIRCUS IN HOC. 


Carro]l County Struggling With the Clown 
and the Code, 

From the Carroll County, Ga.,Times. 

Some days ago there was a‘ show at Villa 

Rica. An execution was issued by W. D. 

Jones, tax collector of Carroll county, for the 


$200 tax provided by the tax act, and one by 

8. J. Brown, ordinary, for the county tax of 

$25. Sheriff J. M. Hewitt, with these fi. tas, 

proceeded to Bremen, where the show was to 
exhibit, and called on the proprietor, Colonel 

Hall, and demanded the payment of the tax 

and costs. Hallat once began a system of 

tactics evidently designed to gain time and at 
length avoid the payment. 

on. 8. E. Grow happened to be in Bremen 
and Mr. Hewitt asked him to be present at the 
interview with the showman, and to counsel 
him astothe legal steps to betaken. The 
two gentlemen were furnished with tickets to 
all the departments of theshow, the proprie- 
tor saying that he desired them to see it ia or- 
der to convince them that he was not exhibit- 
ing @ circus, and was theretore not liable for 
the tax. Hewitt went through the show, and 
admired the performances, but at the same 
time, had an eye to business. Observing that 
the property of the show was being rapidly 
transferred to the cars which stood on the 
track of the Georgia Pacific, he decided it time 
toect. Thanking the proprietor for his cour- 
tesy in extending to him and his friends. the 
privileges ofthe eatertainment, he told him 
that he must now insist on a settlement of the 
business on which he had come. Hall then 
flatly refused to pay thetax. Mr. Hewitt 
told bim then that he should proceed to levy 

od his property. 7 

Finally Hall proposed to deposit the amount 
of the larger fifa. with the proprietor of the 
hotel to be held by him until the question of 
his liability should be finally determined. Mr. 
Hewitt readily agreed tothis and went with 
Hal} to the hotel. Here Hall madé his bad 
faith apparent by proposing to deposit two 
postoiiice money orders on Chicago for $100 

ach, in lieu of cash. Other circumstances 
were not wanting to make this bad faith ap- 
parent tothe mind of the sheriff. Hall pro- 
posed to pay off the smaller 
fi. fa.. with costs and penalty, amounting to 
about $75, on condition of being relieved of 
the $200 tax. This proposition was rejected. 

While the parley about the deposit with the 
hotel proprietor was going on, the show hands 
transferred the property to the cars. Seeing 
that Hall was acting in bad faith and deter 
mined not to pay, Mr. Hewitt proceeded to 
levy on acar load of animals, He notified 
the local agent of the Georgia Pacifi: to hold 
thecar. The agent telegraphed the facis to 
bis superior and asked for instructions. 
The answer received was “hold it.” Hewitt 
locked the car to the track and placed a guard 
over it. Meanwhile Hall had sent an agent 
to Atlanta, who telegraphed that he had pro- 
cured an order fromthe comptroller general 
directing Collector Jones to stop proceedings. 
Sheriff Hewitt, determined to discharge his 
cuty, yet having no disposition to oppress, 
resolved to see the comptroller general him- 
self. Accompanied by Mr. Grow, he took 
the first morning train for Atlanta, 
where he obtained an interview with Colonel 
Wright at his residence. He learned that, 
upon the representations of Hail’s agent that 
the show was of a certain character, that is, a 
lot of trained dogs and gymnastic performan- 
ees, he had written to Collecter Jones not to 
enforce the payment of the $200 tax, if tha 
facts were as represented. On hearing from 
Mr. Hewitt the real character of the show as 
exhibited, the comptroller decided that 
it was subject to the tax and directed him to 
go on and collect it. 

With these facts before him, Collector Jones, 
on Saturdey last, gave the sherif! his written 
order dismissing the levy and releasing tae 
property. We hear that the defendant paid 
the costs. Upon what grounds hq was heid 
liable for the costs we do not know. If the 
levy was legal, it should not have been dis- 
missed, if illegal how could the defendant be 
liable for costs? Weare told that Collector 
Jones received $58 for all costa, and tendered 
the sheriff his. Mr. Hewitt refused to take 
it, on the ground that if the defea- 
dant wes not liable for the tax they had no 
right to exact cosis. The whole question and 
the only question, was, did the defendant ox- 
hibit a circus in the county of Carroll? 

‘He advertised a circus. He had horses 
which performed in a ring, where there was a 
ring mastera clown and even a horse whip 
With which the ring master cutthe clown 
across the tight part of hia trousers when he 
stooped.

At this crisis the editors came to the fore.

A num- 
ber of correspondents here took up the case as 
a personal matter. The end of it was that 
Sherman found the press too 
much for him and withdrew. Miss Dearborn 
was pot dismissed, but transferred to another 
department with as bad a character as the ap- 
peeeanamg clerk dared to give her. She won 

er cause and has spoken her mind ever since. 
But up to last November she did $1,800 work 
for $900 pay. In December the department 
chief tuddenly appreciated her value and 
promoted her—in pay; she did exactly the 
same work. On March 4 she appeared re- 
eplendent in democratic badges, and is now 
treated with as much deference as before with 
disdain.

FIVE THOUSAND PEOPLE AT THE 
TABERNACLE, 


Dr. Munball Preaches to the Largest Gathering of 
People Ever Seen at a Religious Meeting‘iniAt- 
lanta—A Sea of Humanity—A Full 
Synopsis of the Sermon, Bite. 


The mass meeting of men only at the tab- 
ernacle yesterday was the largest religious 
gathering ever seen in Atlanta. Five thou- 
send men of all classes and conditions flocked 
into the tabernacle until there was an acre of 
humanity gathered to hear the sermon by Dr. 
Munhall. 

Mr. Willis had direction of the music, Mr. 
Samuel Bradley accompanied on the piano, 
Professor Kruger accompanied on the organ 
and Professor Clarke led on the cornet. 

After inviting the congregation to join in 
the singing Dr. Munhall said: 

“Those who chew tobacco will please not 


chew in here. Just swallow your tobacco, 
please.” 

The congregation and choir sang “What a 
Friend We Have in Jesus.’’ 

Dr, Munhall gave out ‘“‘There ia a Fountain 
Filled with Blood” and said: 

“Now all singthat. If you can’t sing it 
hum it, and if youcan’t hum that tune, sing 
some othertune. A manthat can sing and 
won’t sing ought to be sent to Sing Sing.” 

At the conclusion of the song, prayer was 
offered by Rev. W. F. Glenn. 

The choir and congregation then sang: 

‘Is my Game written there 
On the page bright and fair?” 
THE ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

Dr. Munhall then made the announcements 
of the week. There will be Bible readings 
every afternoon at three o’clock and services 
et 7:45, to which the public generally will be 
edmitted. Sunday afternoon next there will 
be a meeting at which ladies only will be ad- 
mitted. Sunday night next there will be an- 
other sermon to men only. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. J. B. Haw- 
thorne. 

Mr. W. A. Hemphill, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, stated that the expense in 
fitting up the hall for the week had been 
ebout a thousend dollars, and that contribu- 
tion boxes had been provided so that any 
who were so disposed could contribute toward 
paying the expenses. He added: 

“T{ you want to contribute do so, if you 
don't all right, but come and enjoy the meet- 
ings anyhow.” 

Mr. Willis sang asa solo, playing his own 
accompaniment on e plano, 
“A Mother’s Good-bye.” The song is 
one of great beauty and pathos and was sang 
ingamost excellent way. The words and 
musie touched and softened many hearts and 
moistened many eyes. It prepared the great 
audience for the words of the preacher. 

Dr. Munhall took for his text the 9th verso 
of the llth chapter of Evclesiastes: 

Reioice,O, young manin thy youth and let 
thy heart cheer thee in the days of thy youth and 
walk in the Ways of thine beart, and in the sight 
ofthineeyes but know thou that for all these 
things, God will bring thee into judgment. 

THE SERMON. 

The preacher said: 

God permits a man todo as he pleases in 
this life.

The Meeting Last Night, 

For the first time the great tabernacle was 
opened to the public generally last night. By 
seven o’clock people began to flock from all 
parts ofthe city to fill the vast auditorium: 


At a| quarter to eight nearly 
ia chair and ail the benches were 
fille< with a crowd which was 


estimated at between four and five thousand. 
Of this number, probably two thousand were 
ladies. The choir, which was stationed on an 
elevated platform in the rear of the tabernacle 
just behind the preacher’s desk, numbered 
over one hundred singers trom the various 
church choirs of the city. The doors at each 
entrance were kept shut during 
prayerand while any important announce- 
ment was being made, and afterwards wore 
opened at the tap of a bell by Dr. Munhall to 
let in several hundred people who had come 
late. The interior was brilliantly illuminated 
by a dozen electric lights and presented an 


Imposing scene, especially when the 
thousands of people rose and 
joined the grand hymns which 


were sung with great spirit. Betore beginning 
his diseourse Dr. Munhall asked the congre- 
gation tounitein silent prayer. Thesea of 
heads reverently bowed, and fora few mo- 
ments a death-like stillness rested on the 
mighty ¢oncourse. Then Mr. Willis sang 
“Two Children.” Dr. Munohall read the story 
of blind Bartimeus, who sat by the wayside and 
begged, until Christ came along and restored 
his sight. From this‘scripture he drew sev- 
eral very instructive lessons.

Then he requested all who 
desired to be saved to rise. It is thought that 
one thousand persons rose in response to this 
invitation. An earnest prayer was offered, 
after which those who felt that they had beey 
blessed were requested to rise. Probably fifty 
or seventy-five rose. 
When the preacher asked that all who 
meant to approach some friend or acquain- 
tance on the subject of religion 
should hold up _ their hands, a 
great array of hands was displayed in every 
part of the sudience. 
Then he asked ail parents who,had family 
prayer to rise. A great many stood up. 
‘“‘Now all of you who don’t have family 
prayer, but mean to setup a family altar to- 
morrow, please rise.’’® 
Several dozen ladies and gentlemen arose. 
After an earnest appeal for personal work 
and consecrated devotion to the cause of 
Christ, the meeting was dismissed with the 
benediction by Rev. Dr. Strickler.

A BIG FIRE, 


The Glendale Paper Mills Destroyed and a 
Heavy Loss Sustained, 
Yesterday the Glendale paper mills, five 
miles from the city, were destroyed by fire.

Hia Eloquent Discourse atthe First Metho- 
dist Church Yesterday, 


An immense audience occupied the floor 
and gallery of this church on yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Bishop Wilson, ot Baltimore, addressed the 
congregation from first Cor., second chapter, 
ninth verse. “For itis written eye hath not 
seen nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of manthe things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him.” 

The gospel ofChrist, said the learned Divine 
‘is not anew thing under the sun. In some 
of iis leading aspects it is as eld 
as creation. That great central truth the sac- 
rificial death of Uhrist was in the divine pur- 
pose consummated from the foundation of the 
world. Indeed, as an essential trutb, it is as 
old as the thought and love of God. This fact 
that itis notathing of to-day or yesiorday, 
leads many to despise it. There is on the 
part of the masses now, as amongst the Athen- 
iabsf St. Paul’s day, a restless craving for 
something new. Too many are accustomed 
to regard the old as the absolute. They 
forget that the freshest discoveries are but the 
unearthing of. old truths which have been 
from the beginning. Our boasted electric 
lights and steam engines are but the develop. 
ment and application of forces that have ex- 
isted from immemorial time. We like, ‘feon- 
tinued the bishop,” tested things. The gospel 
is 2ll the more worthy of acceptation because 
it comes down to us through the ages. Nor is 
the gospel a mere device to improve the mor- 


als of mankind, or simply an instru- 
ment for advancing human civili- 
zation. Its work is me zenerative 


and uplifting. Its results are not conditioned 
by timeor space, but belong to eternity. 
Therefore, it is that the things which God has 
laid up for them that love him are not objects 
of sense, and besides transcend the loftiest 
conceptions of poet or philosopher. The eyes 
hath not seen nor the ears heard them. Even 
with the aid of the felescope the natural eye 
cannot behold the king in his beauty or com- 
pass the land that is afar off. Nor can these 
ears of the natural man catch the munstrelsy 
of the skies. : 

Thége things however are not the less real 
because they are “unseen.” I[t is asad mistake 
to suppose that they are morbid fancies, The 
hades of the Greek and Latin 
poets was peopled with fleshless phantoms 
and shadowy ghosts, but the things of the 
heavenly world revealed to us by the spirit 
are substantial and enduring. The medium 
of this revelation is the loving heart. He 
that loveth God knoweth God, and knowing 
God he knows all things spiritual. Moreover, 
if be loves God he is admitted to a divine 
fellowship. He may be destitute of learning 


and worldly estate; he may be begrimed 
with the sweat anc dust of 


daily toil. And while he may be blackballed ~ 
by the society clubs and even be excommuni- 
cated by ecclesiastical bigotry, he has this 
blessed communion with the Holy Trinity. 
But, concluded the bishop, our appreciation 
of theae eternal destinies is as yet imperfect. 
John in his lonely island prison obtained 
— ef these wondrous things. He be- 
eld Him that sat upon the throne and the 
circling olders and the outlying ranks of an- 
gels—but when long years after, in the sun- 
set of life, e wrote his first 
epistle, he exclaimed, ‘‘It doth not yet appear 
what we shall be, but we know that when He 
shall appear we shall be like Him.” : 
This outline furnishes avery inadequate 
idea of a masterly discourse that interested 
the vast assembly.
